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This is in response to applicant's "Request for Withdrawal as Attorney or Agent and 
Change of Correspondence Address" filed 30 March 2007. 



On 07 February 2005, applicant filed international application PCT/IB2005/002476, 
which claimed priority of an earlier United States application filed 06 February 2004. A copy of 
the international application was communicated to the USPTO from the International Bureau on 
03 November 2005. The thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United 
States expired on 06 August 2006. 

On 04 August 2006, applicant filed national stage papers in the United States 
Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US). The submission was accompanied by, inter alia, the 
basic national fee required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1). 

On 30 March 2007, applicant filed the present request to withdraw as attorney and to 
change the correspondence address. 
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A review of the application file reveals that there is no power of attorney from applicant 
to attorney Stephen Scanlpn. Accordingly, the request by Mr. Scanlon to withdraw as attorney is 
deemed moot. The correspondence address has been changed as requested. 

CONCLUSION 

For the reasons above, the request is GRANTED IN PART .
